Chamber blames 
roads on council

The Romulus Chamber of 
Commerce calls the condition 
of the city’s roads 
“deplorable” and places the 
blame on the Romulus City 
Council for leaving them that 
way. 

In a release sent to area 
newspapers, Dolores Ristow, 
executive secretary of the 
chamber said: “Romulus 
chamber members, along 
with concerned citizens of 
Romulus at a recent open 
chamber meeting voiced their 
unhappiness over the fact that 
Romulus City Council just 
hasn’t approved enough 
money toward the im- 
provement of unpaved roads 
and streets in Romulus and it 
doesn’t seem likely that they 
will.” 

MRS. RISTOW indicated 
that a communication stating: 
“We must direct your at- 
tention to the deplorable 
condition on many Romulus 
streets and roads,” was sent 
to William Pritula, director of 


Romulus’ Department of 
Public Works. 

The communication 
backhandedly absolved the 
city administration and the 
department of public works of 
any blame. According to the 
release, the communication 
“did acknowledge past efforts 
of the administration and 
DPW in trying to keep abreast 
of the road problem,” but 
indicated that Romulus 
residents have been “spinning 
their wheels and going 
nowhere” with complaints. 

RETORTED Councilman 
James Stewart: “The 

money’s there for roads, but 
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we can’t keep ahead of the 
rain and frost now 

“Mrs. Ristow had better be 
careful with what she prints, 
because there’s little anyone 
can do to better the roads now. 
We’re buying tons and tons of 
stone, but we can’t keep ahead 
of the weather.” 

Mrs. Ristow doesn't accept 
the bad weather as a reason 
for poor roads. 

“THE FEELING still 
remained.” she said in the 
release, “that it is not always 
the fault of weather conditions 
that keep unpaved roads in the 
condition they usually are.” 

Stewart counters by saying: 
“There’s a paving program up 
for approval before the 
council. I hope we’ll get bids 
on the project by the time we 
get good weather, so we can 
blacktop some roads. 

“We’re not the only city 
suffering with the weather. 
There was a story in an area 
newspaper recently saying 
that all cities with dirt roads 
are suffering with the weather 
conditions.

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City clerk charges- 
board's 'irresponsible'

Romulus Clerk Leonard 
Folmar charged last w f eek 
that the city council has taken 
an “irresponsible attitude 
“toward appropriating funds 
for the clerk’s department. 

“They have a personal 
vendetta where I’m con- 
cerned. They will not listen to 
my requests,” Folmar said 
“They think they’re hurting 
one man, but it’s the com- 
munity they’re affecting.” 

FOLMAR was upset when 
the council denied his request 
for a transfer of $3,000 into his 
budget for the purchase of two 
new voting machines. 

“I told them back during 
state reapportionment that 
we’d have to spend $3,000 for 
new- voting machines to meet 
the new' guidelines,” said the 
clerk, “and they said that 
they’d take care of the 
shortage when I needed more 
machines. 

“We just went through our 
own reapporl ionment, 
resulting in three new 
precincts, and we need new 
machines. Now the council 
changes its mind.” 

“They claim I overspent my 
budget, and that they can t 
give me more money, but 
thefe are accounts they 
haven’t even touched.” 

FOLMAR admitted ttat his 
budget wz$ .\>pr*‘ v 
5^1 , 2 i >0 in *h J .*ed in l at 
categories, office supplies and 
equipment rental; but showed 
that the “elections” portion of 
the budget has $1,500 which 
will never be spent. 

“I can understand the 
council’s reluctance to spend 
money unwisely,” he said, 
“but I’ve asked for sessions on 
my budget problems and they 
refuse to have anything to do 
with them. 

“They walk in here three 
times a month for council 
meetings, and think they know 
how to run this office. 

I’M COMPLETELY at a 
loss to understand how they 
know so much about what’s 
going on when they’re never 
here.” 

Folmar said that the refusal 
to transfer funds for voting 
machines isn’t the only in- 
stance when he’s been slapped 
by the council. 

The council informally told 
the clerk’s office that no more 
funds would be appropriated 
for office supplies in the 
clerk’s budget, even though 
the clerk 's department has the 
responsibility of ordering 
supplies for the entire city 
hall. 

On Monday 


“THEY DON’T understand 
that a man uses more office 
supplies when he’s trying to do 
the best job possible,” said 


Folmar. “We’re a growing 
community, and the ad- 
ministrators are trying to do a 
better job, so. naturally, the 



office supplies budgeted last 
June are insufficient today. 

“You don’t learn that sort of 
thing coming into the city hall 
three times a month.” 

Councilman ’ames Stewart 
has other opinions. 

“He doesn’t tell you he’s 
misappropriated the budget 
badly,” Stewart said. “He 
can’t administer funds. The 
audit shows that he’s $10,000 
over budget now, and he’s 
asking for more funds. 

“YOU'VE GOT to un- 
derstand that there’s a fight 


between the administration 
and the council, and that 
they’ll say anything to 
discredit the council. They’ll 
even lie. 

“And now, they’re asking 
for more money. They’re 
going to bleed the contingency 
fund until it’s in the red.” 

Folmar denied Stewart’s 
charges. 

“My budget is not $10,000 
over spent now,” he said. “It 
was last year, but $9,000 of 
that was for codifying the 
city's ordinances, a project

Suspension from school and 
possible expulsion after a 
hearing is the fate in store for 
any Romulus school student, 
following the adoption of a 
policy on drugs, alcohol and 
inhalants by the Romulus 
school board at the Monday 
night meeting. 

Passed unanimously by the' 
seven-member board, the 
policy is official subject to the 
approval by the board s legal 
firm 

WORDING of "uie policy 
prohibits “the unlawful 
possession, sale or use of 
drugs and-or intoxicants or 
inhalants by students under 
the jurisdiction of the 
Romulus Community 
Schools.” 

The policy covers students 
in transit to or from school, at 
school activities on or in view 
of school premises. 

STUDENTS violating the 
policy are to be immediately 
suspended from school pen- 
ding a hearing with the board. 
At the hearing, the board will 
make the decision as to 
whether further disciplinary 
action is necessary. 

The “further action” may 
include expulsion from the 
district schools. 

The final decision on any 
action following the hearing 
will be in writing to both the 
student and his parents .or 
legal guardians. 

Covering rules and 
regulations for enforcing the 
newly-adopted policy will be 
defined by Robert Me- 


Huron sets vote on millage 


Registered voters in the 
Huron School District will vote 
on a millage renewal 
proposition in a special 
election scheduled for Mon- 
day. 

The Huron Board of 
Education and school ad- 
ministrative staffs are 


seeking voter approval of 10 
mills which expires with the 
current collection of the 1972 
school property tax 

THE PRESENT school tax 
levy including the 10 mills is 
27.83 mills or $27.83 per $1,000 
of state equalized assessed 


property valuation The total 
lax levy also includes 7.18 
mills for debt retirement and 
7.65 mills allocated by the 
Wayne County Tax Allocation 
Board. 

The voting precincts will 
open at 7 a. m and all in line at 


the 8 p m. closing time will be 
permitted to cast ballots. 

A DEFEAT of the 10-mill 
renewal levy will result in 
“serious” cutbacks in 
educational services and 
programs according to school 
officials.

THE BOARD also discussed 
the appointment of a com- 
mittee to make recom- 
mendations on ways of hand- 
ling the extended day 
program decided on by the 
board at a previous meeting in 
order to alleviate some of the 
student housing problems in 
the district. 

The proposal adopted by the 
board would house students in 
grades kindergarten through 
five m the diulnei’s eignt 
elementary schools, <».. 
grades 6-7 and 8-9 in the junior 
high school. The latter grades 
will attend in five-hour 
“shifts" with two separate 
sets of teachers, each teaching 
five classes. 

Two previously-defeated 
bond issues made the move 
necessary to relieve over- 
crowded classrooms. 

ACCORDING to enrollment 
figures projected by the school 
administration, there will be 
more students in the district 
than can be housed without 
making the extended day 
adjustment and classroom 
reshuffling. 

The board also heard from 
Lynn Welch of Eberly-Smith 
Associates, a well-known 
school construction firm, on 
the costs involved in a building 
program at this time. Ac- 
cording to Welch, costs have 
doubled in a four-year period 
and are still rising. 

IN OTHER action, the board 
acceedod to the request of the 
former Beverly Parent 
Teacher Association for 
recognition as the Beverly 
Parent-Teacher Organization. 
The Beverly group recently 
disaffiliated with the National 
Congress of Parent-Teacher 
Associations. 

Also approved was the 
appointment of William 
Thomas as track coach at 
Romulus Junior High School, 
the retirement of E. Athlene 
Young of the high school 
business department, ef- 
fective in June, and the leave 
of absence of Rena M. Price, a 
Beverly School kindergarten 
teacher. 


County Commissioner Sabo faces term in jail

Commissioner John N Sabo Jr., says he is 
ready to go to jail before giving in to greedy 
courts that want to force the Wayne County 
Board of Commissioners into deficit spen- 
ding.” 

The Romulus representative also suggests 
that they are “putting the wrong people in 
jail They should put some of the judges in jail 
— especially Judge Sullivan.” 

The 26th District Democrat and 16 other 
members of the Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners are facing “open-ended” 
contempt of court jail terms for refusing to 
allocate money to fund a probation officers 
contract negotiated by the Wayne County 
Circuit Court 

THE JAIL edict came last Thursday w r hen 
Presiding Circuit Judge Joseph A Sullivan

found the 17 commissioners guilty ot con- 
tempt of court charges for voting against a 
court negotiated contract with probation 
officers 

“The courts are not accountable or 
responsible to the taxpayers of Wayne County 
for money being spent on the courts Now they 
want us to take money away from hospitals 
and other departments to give to the greedy 
courts,” Sabo charged. 

Sabo also vowed to go to jail “because of the 
principle involved The question now* centers 
around whether the courts have the power to 
legislate and negotiate — the legislative 


powers of duly elected commissioners must 
be protected.” 

CONTINUING, Sabo told The Enterprise- 
Roman that We have a certain amount ol 
money to work with within our budget and the 
Wavne County General Hospital is our top 
priority. But the court wants to force us into 
deficit spending — and I’ll fight it ” 

The judge ordered the dissenting com- 
missioners. including Sabo, to report to 
Wayne County Sheriff William Lucas at 9 
a m Monday unless they agree to the con- 
tract by the jail sentence date 


And unless a compromise is reached, Sabo 
will Ik* joined by three other Western Wayne 
County, commissioners who refused to ap- 
prove the probation officers contract They 
include Tom F Taylor (I)-29th District), 
Brian G Arrowsmilh <R-27th District), and 
John Barr I)-2lst District) 

Sullivan’s jail sentence edict came after the 
commissioners, meeting as the Ways and 
Means Committee, voted against funding the 
contract negotiated between the court and 
Local 1905 of the American Federation of 
state. Count> and Municipal Employes, 
which represents 42 probation officers. 


THE YEAR-LONG feud between the 
commissioners and the court is expected to 
continue right up to the jail imposed sentence 
edict Monday 

Board Chairman Robert Fitzgerald, also 
facing a contempt of court jail threat, said “I 
voted no because I believe that I have been 
vested with the statutory and constitutional 
authority on behalf of the people of W’ayne 
County to represent them I am a servant of 
the people and I shall never become a servant 
of the court, and that will always be my 
position “ 

Though the commissioners negotiate all 
labor contracts, the Circuit Court negotiated 
the controversial probation officers contract 
by using a recent Michigan Supreme Court 
decision as its legal weapon to negotiate such 
contracts

“When council got the bill, it 
ordered the money paid out of 
the clerk’s printing and 
publishing portion of the 
budget.

STEWART denied that 
there was a vendetta, and 
added that communication 
has been lacking. “I tried to 
change my vote on the voting 
machines,” he said. “I didn’t 
know that he had a special 
deal, and that he had to have 
the money right away to make 
the deal. 

“All I can say is that there 
will be voting machines in 
Romulus when they’re 
needed. 

“I intend to bring the matter 
up at the next meeting.”

The chamber, according to 
Mrs. Ristow. feels that poor 
roads in the community are 
harming businesses now in the 
community, and are turning 
others away. 

• THE ROMULUS Chamber 
of Commerce feels that the 
good or bad condition of roads 
and streets in any city will 
directly affect all prospective 
developers, businesses and 
residential people who 
seriously think of locating in 


that city, in this case — 
Romulus. “ she wrote in the 
letter to the city. 

More than $620,000 for road 
maintenance has been ap- 
propriated in this year’s 
budget. 

The figures include $420,500 
for local road maintenance 
and $202,000 for major road 
maintenance. Some $100,000 of 
the funds for local roads, and 
$200,000 of the funds for major 
roads comes from state 
weight and gas tax revenues. 

By state law, that money 
must be spent on road 
maintenance.

Lenten sermon 


Season should remind us 
of death, resurrection 


NOTE: The following is 
the second of a series of 
Lenten sermons by area 
pastors and leading 
churchmen. This week’s 
article was submitted by 
Rev. Joseph F. Kemosek, 
pastor of St. Aloysius 
Catholic Church in 
Romulus.

The season of Lent 
brings vividly to our 
minds the mystery of 
death and resurrection. 
One thing we must all do 
is face death. We must 
find some meaning in 
death, some hope of 
resurrection. For some, 
death comes very sud- 
denly — without the 
prolonged agony of an- 
ticipation. 

For others death is a 
long time coming — 
something they alter- 
nately face and then 
reject in spite of a con- 
sciousness of its 
inevitability. Still others 
face death squarely — 
they know it must come to 
everyone and they accept 
it. 

CHRIST OUR Lord 
faced the reality of death. 
He knew what His 
mission in life was. He 
knew where His 
preaching was leading 
Him — and He accepted 
the consequences. 

The way we learn to 
accept the minor suf- 
ferings in everyday life is 
indicative of our ability to 
face death. Lent is a 
period set aside to do 
penance. 

Now, with the relaxed 
church laws, the main 
thrust of penance is left 
up to the individual. One 
of the best penances we 


know of is to accept the 
normal aggravations of 
everyday life.

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Land in Romulus 
to remain vacant 


Vacant land in Romulus’s 
northwestern section, once 
eyed for construction by a 
major developer, will remain 
vacant a while longer, thanks 
to a Romulus City Council 
decision last week. 

The council unanimously 
denied Seligman and 
Associates request to rezone 
76 acres of land on Wick Road 
by the C & O Railroad tracks 
from a light industrial (M-l) 
zoning to a high density single 
family home (R-l-B) 
designation, much to the 
dissatisfaction of Mayor Hyle 
Carmichael. 


“I VOTED for the rezoning 
on the planning commission,” 
said the mayor. “This land 
has been vacant for quite 
some time, and it doesn’t look 
like industry wants it. 

“So we get a developer, and 
the council turns it down.” 

Councilman James Stewart, 
speaking for the body, backed 
the decision. 

•THE SCHOOLS are 
already planning on half day 
sessions, and a rezoning such 
as this would only add to the 
problem,’’ he said “The 


railroad tracks are good for 
industry. I’ve never seen a 
single family home 
development that could use a 
railroad siding. 

“Carmichael’s only looking 
for a means to make the tax 
base in Romulus good during 
his term, and not at the 
future.” 

CARMICHAEL disagrees: 
”The guts of the issue is that a 
man should have a right to 
utilize his land, and the 
council, with its decision, has 
denied the man the right to use 
his land.”

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Kavanagh cites mockery of state courts 


LANSING — Chief Justice Thomas M. Kavanagh had 
nothing to lose so he zinged the legislature coming and going 
in his State of the Judiciary message 

What he proposed is how the state judiciary should be. not 
by any measure of legislative wisdom what it will be 

Kavanagh knew this because the 18 years he has spent in 
state government, four years as attorney general and 14 on 
the Supreme Court, have made him a realist, with a touch of 
the pessimist. 

IT WAS HEARTENING to note that Kavanagh’s offense 
has improved to match the defense. 

He repeated his proposal that the state take over full 
financing of the courts, at a cost of $112 million 
a year, a plan that had picked up some allies in the 
legislature. 

This year, however, he asked for a constitutional amend- 
ment which would earmark three per cent of the state s 


general fund revenues for an automatically revolving court 
fund. 

Hannibal crossed the Alps with elephants and Attila the 
Hun roared out of the east to devastate middle Europe 
Kavanagh’s address showed that kind of offense. 

“NOW. THE COURT once again earnestly urges im- 
mediate action by the legislature to finance the court system 
on the only practical, sensible basis — statewide...” he said. 

This would “do away once and for all with the fragmented, 
unfair system which has made a mockery of Michigan’s 'one 
court of justice. .’ 

Legislators quickly made it plain that getting a two-thirds 
vote of the House and Senate to place the earmarking idea on 
the ballot would be a miracle. 

The leadership of both parties, who have trouble agreeing 
where to go to lunch, agreed this time. 


A GREAT DEAL of work went into the research Kavanagh 
cited. The real thinkers on court improvements concurred in 
advance on the rightness of the idea. 

And Kavanagh. who has known how the legislature works 
even without a crisis, had the courage to lay it out for the 
state knowing it is a game plan for some future year, maybe 
some still-pending generation. 

So let's hear it for Kavanagh's new offense, which now may 
need only a brushup on running the down and out pattern. 

His defense of the court is still good 

“THERE HAS been a tendency on the part of court critics 
and the media to be hung up on one phase of judicial reform 
— that appointment of judges, rather than election of judges, 
would solve all the court’s problems,” he said 

“This is the point at which criticism begins, but blinders 
are applied where the real problems exist. 


“How our judges are chosen most certainly is important, 
and must undergo serious consideration, but this element of 
judicial reform is only the proverbial tip of the iceberg. 

“The judiciary has unfairly become the scapegoat for 
failures in the hodge-podge of legislation governing court 
personnel, financing — all operations. 

“THE JUDGE has become the easy mark, unjustly blamed 
for all things wrong with the entire system." 

It was Kavanagh’s reaction against the outci 7 against the 
courts in the antibusing areas, where critics fail to make the 
distinction between state and federal courts. 

And it's incredible that Kavanagh thought he would be 
making friends in the legislature by explaining the problem, 
proposing a novel answer and blaming the legislature and the 
public... 

But he zinged them good and perhaps, as Kavanagh 
aficionados concur, that was what he had in mind.

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Judge's jail threat 
a shameful ploy 


The “go to jail, or else’’ threat handed down 
against 17 Wayne County Commissioners for 
refusing to bow before a Circuit Court edict is 
outrageous and a shameful play of power by 
the court. 

While the picture remains muddled as to 
who is responsible for the shameful mess that 
surfaced last week, we see no logic prompting 
Circuit Judge Joseph A. Sullivan to threaten 
the dissenting commissioners with a "pay" or 
go to jail threat. 

The four percent package offered by the 
commissioners to the court’s 40 or so 
probation officers is nothing to scoff at — 
considering the fund problems plaguing 
county government. 

But Judge Sullivan, by the tone of his jail 
threat, feels the county should turn its back on 
staff problems at Wayne County General 
Hospital to sweeten the probation officer’s 
pay checks — whatever the cost. 

Even more disturbing, as noted by 
Westland-Garden City Commissioner Tom F. 
Taylor, is the knowledge that Wayne County 
is the only county in this state in which 
probation officers do not come under state 
jurisdiction. 


This newspaper has repeatedly stated that 
the time has come for a clear defining of 
judicial authority. The "Sullivan Edict" 
clearly tells us it is time for court reform. 

The question is whether the courts have the 
constitutional authority to tell duly elected 
legislative units of government how much 
money they feel the courts should receive to 
fatten the pay checks of probation employes. 

And another pressing question that needs 
answering is whether the Wayne County 
Circuit Court has the power, and authority, to 
negotiate salary contracts for its employes. 

It appears the court is bent on over exer- 
cising a recent Supreme Court ruling which 
states legislative bodies must provide 
"reasonable and necessary" funds for the 
operation of our state courts. 

Judge Sullivan has taken the term 
"reasonable and necessary to mean "go to 
jail, or else ..." 

Commissioner John N. Sabo Jr., the 
Romulus representative on the County Board 
suggests "the wrong people ire being sent to 
jail." 

The commissioner raises a good point. 


Sumpter's drain problem 
in need of correction 


Each year this time. Spring brings muddy 
road conditions to outlying areas of Western 
Wayne County — Sumpter Township being no 
exception. 

But in the case of Sumpter’s drainage 
problems, the problem appears far and above 
the usual Spring thaw' dilemma — based on 
the wording of a resolution offered by the 
Township Board. 

The resolution claims that "no real work on 
the township’s drains system has been done in 
20 years." and further cites the present 
danger to health caused by over-flowing 
drainage. 


In addition to the health threat, the 
resolution calls upon immediate action to 
prevent a repeal of the mess next year, 
otherwise any chances of industrial growth 
will filter down clogged drains and ditches. 

Based on reports emanating from Lansing, 
the southeastern section of the state will 
remain in a "high water cycle for the 
foreseeable future." 

If Sumpter’s future is to be considered by 
the county’s Board of Commissioners, then it 
is time for a plan of action to clean-up the 
drain system in the township.

Those who have been 
connected with competitive 
swimming for a few years 
always found it aggravating 
that (with the exception of 
Olympic years) swimming 
receivies little publicity. 

It is also true a majority of 
the high school swim meets 
are poorly attended, 
especially comparing 
swimming to sports like 
football and basketball. 

This is not to say that a few 
schools do not often have 
sellout crowds. They do, 
however, it can be proved 
overall that swimming is not a 
sport which generates 
tremendous spectator en- 
thusiasm. 

Swimming must also take a 
back seat to other sports from 
a financial standpoint Most 
schools are not going to put a 
great deal of money into a 
sport that cannot support 
itself 

While there are many 
schools that offer substantial 
financial aid to swimmers, 
most schools are not in a 
position to offer money to 
swimmers It could again be 
demonstrated statistically 
that in such sports as football, 


basketball, baseball and even 
w r restling there is more money 
available in the form of 
scholarships 

With so many drawbacks 
why has competitive swim- 
ming steadily gained in 
popularity during the past ten 
years? Why do thousands of 
children compete throughout 
the nation in the ever ex- 
panding age group programs 9 

I believe the answer centers 
around the nature of swim- 
ming as a sport, its inherent 
values, and the direction 
society is moving. Even 
though we in the United States 
are often criticized as being 
materialistic, I feel there has 
been an increasing awareness 
of responsibility toward at- 
titudes, principles and values 
that have made this nation 
great 

Some of the important ones 
have been honesty, fair 
competition, a sense of pride 
in accomplishment, 
realization of goals through 
hard work, the principle of 
self discipline, respect of 
others regardless of race or 
creed, and faith in the spirit of 
individualism among others. 


All of these attitudes are built 
into swimming. 

Any boy or girl who expects 
to become a success in 
competitive swimming must 
possess a tremendous amount 
of self-discipline. Many hours 
must be spent practicing and 
competing. 

It is almost impossible for a 
competitive swimmer to enjoy 
the idle pleasures of teenage 
life as many of the swimmer’s 
classmates enjoy. This does 
not mean, however, that a 
swimmer’s life is drudgery 

The best swimmers I have 
known are usually an integral 
part of school life, often some 
of the most popular kids in 
school and those who par- 
ticipate in social functions If 
anything, swimming seemed 
to complement the lives of 
most swimmers, not detract. 

While sports require a 
certain amount of discipline, 
swimming takes more than 
most The swimmef is con- 
fined to a pool, and his head is 
under water most of the time 
To be honest. I cannot see 
anything interesting about 
swimming 100 yards, to times 
every 3 minutes In fact, I 
could see w here it would get to 


be highly boring. 

Before I paint such a dismal 
picture of swim workouts, 1 
should mention that many 
swimmers enjoy them, 
primarily because they are 
highly motivated and also 
because they know that each 
session at the pool is a step 
toward their goal. 

Another asset connected 
with competitive swimming 
is. it can serve as a tremen- 
dous force in the building of 
self-confidence Many 
swimmers who have come to 
us were unsure of themselves, 
and often had previously 
failed in other sports. We have 
often seen sheer deter- 
mination overcome the most 
discouraging physical ob- 
stacles in swimming Nothing 
takes more self confidence 
than to stand up on the star- 
ting blocks with all your 
friends, parents and coaches 
watching you 

It I thought the primary 
value of competitive swim- 
ming was to get a young man 
or woman to swim four 
lengths of a pool seven 
seconds faster in three years, 
1 would quit coaching.

Gen. Eugene F Black The 
ruling said: 

“Therefore, where the 
family is otherw ise eligible for 
the food stamp program, 
federal law does not empower 
the state to restrict that 
eligibility because of the fact 
that a member of the family is 
on strike 

In other words, this is a 
matter of federal law " 

Black's 1948 opinion held 
that direct relief payments 
can be made to families 
determined "to be in 
need whethci ihe strike was 
lawful or not."

Hotchkiss ruled, the 
proper place for the lawsuit 
would be the federal court. 

Houston indicated HEW 
may be re-thinking the policy 
He said he has received two 
separate regulations on 
benefits to strikers with a 
request for comments on both. 
Both would give the states 
discretion 

“This is a very unusual 
device — two apparently 
conflicting regulations," 
Houston said “We’ll analyze 
their provisions and reply." 

During the 1970 General 
Motors strike, the ADC-U 
payment to each family was 
$299 76 in September, $240.70 
in October. $198.96 in 
November, dropping back 
toward normal at $159.51 in 
December 

The food stamp program is 
strictly a federal project — 
originally designed as a 
means to stabilize the 
economy by distributing 
excess products and to im- 
prove the quality of diet of the 
poor. 

The use of w elfare has been 
a recent phenomenon, which 
goes back to the welfare and 
poverty programs of the 
Kennedy and Johnson ad- 
ministration. 

Dr Armand J Thieblot Jr.,

Now Thieblot and others 
predict an escalation of the

On the broiling question of forced cross-district busing of 
public school children, much has been said and written - but 
the threat still prevails 

Eventually, the pro and con forces will argue and debate 
the issue before the High Court of this land - and then, and 
only then will the controversial issue be resolved. 


AT THIS JUNCTURE it appears the High Court would 
reach an impasse if called upon today to voice an opiniCn. 
The tipping of the scale will come, if it does, from the White 
House 

And the scale will be in favor of the anti-busers - if Richard 
Nixon decides to exert some White House muscle. 

Based on the President’s past statements on forced busing, 
including his remarks made last fall while addressing the 
dedication ceremony of the new Eisenhower High School in 
Macomb County - the commander-in-chief remains stead- 
fastedly opposed to cross-district busing of children for the 
purpose of racial integration. 

Eventual integration is essential to the future of this land. 
But using children as the pawns in a forced social experiment 
is wrong - morally and spiritually. 

BUSING INNER CITY black children to white suburban 
schools for several hours a day. and then sending them back 
to the sprawling ghettoes on a return bus ride is not the an- 
swer. 

At the same time. I see no logic in carting a white child 
away from his home to a far-away school in Detroit merely 
for social experimentation. 

Once this nation of ours embarks on a course of forced 
busing of children soley because of color — then this 
land will reflect back to the early thirties when a dictator 
named Hitler decreed that the state knew what was best for 
the children of Germany. 

FROM THIS VANTAGE point, the proponents of forced 
busing seem intent on using the busing question as a tool to 
teach the white middle-class American a lesson. 

This nation cannot afford lessons that separate the races. 
For too long black Americans were “forced" to go to schools 
for blacks only, homes for blacks only and jobs for blacks 
only, if they could get a job. 

This is not the time to execute reverse treatment. It could 
tear this nation apart. Haring covered the early busing 
scene. I clearlv recall Federal Judge Stephen Roth telling 
members of the press that he would explore all aspects of a 
proposed metro plan before issuing the court order. He also 
warned that "we’re going into uncharted waters," and ad- 
ded: “Before this court rules on the question of enjoining the 
suburbs into a cross-bus plan with Detroit, the suburbs shall 
have their day in court. Tell the people of suburbia to remain 
calm..." 

BUT THE LIFETIME appointed federal judge changed his 
"uncharted course" at a later date when he ruled that the 
only voice he would allow suburbia to exercise in court would 
be how they intended to implement a cross-district metro 

plan , .. 

The hand of “Big Brother" government admits failure in 
rehabilitating the old core cities of America - and it tells 
black Americans "sorry we failed, but we ll send your 
children on a bus ride into white suburbia..." 

Blacks want more than a bus ride - they’ve had their fill of 
riding backseat; and whites have had it with “Big Brother" 
telling him where to live and what school his child will be 
forced to attend. 

AN EXAMPLE OF "Big Brother" knows best came when 
the High Court ruled favorably in the heated abortion issue - 
though the citizens of this country oppose the wanton 
liberalization of abortion laws. 

I think it’s time the federal courts left the legislating to 
duly elected members of the Congress and stuck to their 
specific charge - interpretation of the laws.

A loose fan belt on a car can 
cause overheating and battery 
discharge and a broken belt 
can pul the vehicle on the 
disabled list. 

Fan belts play an important 
part in a car’s operation. They 
are involved in the operation 
of the cooling and electrical 
systems, power steering and 
air conditioning among other 
things. 

PERIODIC inspections for 
loose, cracked or frayed fan 
blets when checking the oil, 
battery or radiator, are 
recommended as sound 
preventive maintenance. 

When cracks appear on the 


underside of a belt, the 
amount of flexing increases 
which shortens the life of the 
belt Belts with grease or oil 
on them slip and wear out 
rapidly. 

IF BELTS appeared frayed 
or glazed on inner surfaces, or 
if stretched so thin they ride 
the bottom of the pulleys, 
replace them. When dual 
pulleys, such as transmitting 
power to the air conditioner 
compressor, they should be 
replaced as a- pair for best 
results even though only one 
appears worn. 

A loud, squealing noise 
under the hood when turning a 


comer or parking usually 
indicates a loose fan belt 
slipping on the power steering 
pump pulley. 

TIGHTEN the belt by 
moving the power steering 
pump or alternator outward 
from the engine until the belt 
deflects only one-half inch 
when pressed dowm with the 
thumb 

If the squealing continues, 
coat the belt with V-belt 
dressing available at service 
stations and auto supply 
stores. If this fails, the belt 
probably is stretched and 
should be replaced.

program just how vital their 
various jobs are,” McCauley 
said. 


THE SENATOR said that he 
hoped that a short range, 
coordinated program could be 
worked out at the March 17 
meeting and that a long range 
plan would be developed as 
soon as possible. 

"If there is a need for im- 
mediate state legislative 
activity, I will have the bills in 
process for introduction on 
March 19,” McCauley 
asserted. "The time has long 
passed for simply hoping that 
we in the Downriver area 
won’t have a problem.

PROGRAMS recently 
developed by the Veterans 
Administration and the 
Federal Housing Authority 
have been big boosts to mobile 
home buyers They assure 
lower down payment and 
monthly payments from 15 to 
20 percent less than those 
under commercial financing.

Standard A119.1 regulates* 
body and frame design, 
construction requirements 
and installation of plumbing, 
heating and electrical 
systems. 

“TO THIS date 35 states 
have adopted the construction 
standard and a few more are 
seriously considering it,” said 
Robert A. DeRose, DeRose 
Industries, Chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the 
Mobile Homes Manufacturers 
Association (MHMA).

Since its inception, we’ve had more than 
4,000 requests for our information leaflet on 
anchoring mobile homes,” said Julia Herron, 
MHMA’s Director of Consumer Education. 


“Mobile homes are subject to storm 
damage like any housing. Operation Anchor- 
Safe provides consumers, retailers and 
development management with educational 
material and a legal means for reducing most 
of the wind damage factor,” said John M. 
Martin, MHMA President. Martin also said 
the industry is attempting to have every state 
adopt legislative requirements for safe 
mobile home anchoring. 

SINCE JANUARY l, all mobile homes built 
by MHMA members must have tie downs or 
provisions for tie downs. This requirement 
complements engineering drawings for tie 
down procedures prepared by a licensed 
engineer.

A new law that will sharply, 
reduce the number of fatal 
and crippling injuries caused 
each year when people fall 
against non safety glass will 
go into effect this year, 
Senator William Faust (D- 
Westland) said. 

Senator Faust said that the 
new law as passed by the 
Michigan Legislature 
becomes effective July 1, and 
it requires the use of safety 
glazed materials in potentially 
hazardous locations. 

THIS INCLUDES all new 
construction, substantial 
remodeling, replacements in 
homes and public and com- 
merical building — in all new' 
storm doors, sliding glass 
doors, shower doors and tub 
enclosures,” Senator Faust 
said. 

National studies indicated 
that 250,000 Americans are 
hurt each year by this type of 
accident with about one in 
seven requiring hospital 
treatment. Close to hall the 
victims are children 15 years 
and younger. 

Safety glazed materials 
include laminated glass, 
tempered glass, wire-enforced 
glass or rigid plastic.

with it. 

The group dissolved early in 
the 19th century. After 


establishment of the 
Mozarteum music school in 
1880 the orchestra revived, 
composed of the school’s 
teachers and graduates, and 
participated in the early 
Mozart Festivals, forerunners 
of the present Salzburg 
Festivals. 

FOLLOWING World War II, 
the Mozarteum Orchestra was 
again reconstituted, this time 
entirely from professional 
musicians. In 1958 the city and 
province of Salzburg took over 
patronage of the orchestra, 
today the group gives an 
annual series of symphony 
concerts in Salzburg, takes 
part in operatic performances 
at the Salzburg Landestheater 
and in concerts on Austrian 
Radio.

Grigal (East). Mark Kilbourn (West), Al Cicotte (Belleville) 
performed and there were plenty of empty seats. 

Where have all the fans gone? 

From late November (the beginning of the prep cage 
season) to March covers only a few months and during that 
time fans have many opportunities to catch their team in 
action, but when it comes to playoff time, one usually finds 
that fans go begging for tournament tickets. It’s the fans’ last 
chance to see their favorite team in action. 

It doesn’t seem like playoffs, that “do-or-die” time when 
the fans aren’t around to see the fatal blow. 

Could it be this was what Garden City East Coach Billy Joe 
Young was alluding to when earlier last week he said, “there 
isn’t a tournament atmosphere at Belleville?”

LANSING — Security 
deposits for apartments would 
become long-term savings 
accounts under legislation 
proposed by a Dearborn 
Heights legislator 
State Sen David Plawecki. 
D-Dearborn Heights, has 
sponsored a bill which would 
require landlords to pay 5 per 
cent interest on security 
deposits. 

“By investing security 
deposits, a landlord is now 
able to pocket profits on his 
tenants’ money,” Plawecki 
said. 

“WHEN WE consider the 
total amount ofmoney held by 
landlords statewide, landlords 
are able to realize profits 
totaling millions of dollars,” 
he added. 

A smilar proposal was made 
unsuccessfully last year by 
State Rep. Earl E. Nelson, D- 
Lansing, who was successful 
in getting the legislature to 
pass a law regulating security 
deposits. 

In the course of legislative 
give-and-take, Nelson said the 
requirement that interest be 
paid on the deposits was 
deleted. 

HOWEVER, he emphasized 
that there are some stiff ob- 
stacles to charging interest on 
the deposits 

If the lam**— d paid the 
interest, whicn Nelson said 
many times would amount to 
$5 or $6, he said the landlord 
would be required to issue an 
Internal Revenue Service 


wage and earnings report. 

These extra administrative 
costs. Nelson said would 
probably be passed on to the 
tenant in the form of higher 
rent 

“I would still favor the 
landlord paying the interest if 
there was some way to 
prevent the landlord from 
passing the cost to the 
tenant,” he added ‘‘The 
tenant ought to benefit from 
the landlord holding his 
money.” 

INSTEAD of paying a fixed 
rate such as the 5 per cent that 
Plawecki suggests, Nelson 
said 4he rate should change 
with the market place. 

When interest at the banks 
goes up, then interest on the 
security deposits w'ould go up 
and vice versa if the interest 
goes down. 

The Security Deposit Act 
which Nelson moved through 
the legislature provides a 
method for landlords and 
tenants to settle their dif- 
ferences on how much of the 
deposit should be paid back. 

BRIEFLY, the law requires 
a new renter and the landlord 
to complete a checklist on the 
condition of the apartment 
before moving in. 

The two would have to agree 
on the condition of the apart- 
ment before occupancy. 

When the tenant moves out, 
the landlord is supposed to 
complete another checklist 
with all the damages allegedly 
caused by the renter.

An annual review' of 1972 
building activity in the City of 
Belleville disclosed an in- 
crease in the number of 
building permits issued by the 
city's building department.

steps, vestibule or mailbox, belonging or appurtenant to 
such dwelling, house, building or other structure. 

SECTION 2.13 PUBLIC PLACE. Public Place” is any 
and all streets, sidewalks, boulevards, alleys or other 
public ways and any and all public parks, squares, spaces, 
grounds qnd buildings. ,! 

SECTION 2.14 REFUSE. “Refuse” is all putrescible 
and non-putrescible solid waste < except body wastes), 
including garbage, rubbish, ashes, street cleaning, dead 
animals, abandoned automobiles and solid market and 
industrial wastes. 

SECTION 2.15 RUBBISH “Rubbish” is nonputrescible 
solid wastes consisting of both combustible and non- 
combustible wastes, such as paper, wrappings, 
cigarettes, cardboard, tin cans, yard clippings, leaves, 
wood, glass, bedding, crockery and similar materials. 

SECTION 2.16 VEHICLE. “Vehicle” is every device in, 
upon or by which any person or property is or may be 
transported or drawn upon a highway, including devices 
used exclusively upon stationary rails or tracks. 

ARTICLE III 

REGULATORY PROVISIONS 
Section 3.1 LITTER IN PUBLIC PLACES. No person 
shall throw or deposit litter in or upon any street, 
sidewalk, or other public place within the City except in 
public receptacles, in authorized private receptacles for 
collection, or in official City dumps. 

SECTION 3.2 PLACEMENT OF LITTER .IN 
RECEPTACLES SO AS TO PREVENT SCATTERING 
Persons, placing litter in public receptacles or in 
authorized private receptacles shall do so in such a 
manner as to prevent it from being carried or deposited 
by the elements upon any street, sidewalk or other public 
place or upon private property. 

SECTION 3.3 SWEEEPING LITTER INTO GUTTERS 
PROHIBITED. 

No person shall sweep into or deposit in any gutter, 
street or other public place within the City the ac- 
cumulation of litter from any building or lot or from any 
public or private sidew r alk or driveway, Persons owning 
or occupying property shall keep the sidewalk in front of 
their premises free of litter. 

SECTION 3.4 MERCHANTS DUTY TO KEEP 
SIDEWALKS FREE OF LITTER No persons owning or 
occupying a place of business shall sweep into or deposit 
in any gutter, street or other public place w ithin the City 
the accumulation of litter from any building or lot or from 
any public or private sidewalk or driveway. Persons
